The 40-hour work week sched- 
ule will take effect Sept. 1.

People (RPF) had 170,629 votes, 
or 27.2 percent, and the Commu- 
nists 137,545, or 22.6 percent.

They had 27.8 percent of the vote 
in the last general elections. The 
Party had thrown its full efforts 
into the local balloting in an at- 
tempt to demonstrate its strength 
and cry down the North Atlantic 
Treaty on an anti-American plank.

There now is before the Congress the 
Atlantic Pact. It binds the United States 
to go to the aid of any member country 
attacked by an aggressor. 

We are for it because it offers some 
hope and also because there is no alterna- 
tive. It is a Hobson’s choice. 


We do not think it brings war any 
nearer. There is just a chance it may 


remove war for a time, because it is an. 


official announcement that if any coun- 
try, including Russia, attacks or invades 
a signer of the pact it will be the begin- 
ning of war. 

It removes us from the list of possible 
appeasers. No nation can now take the 
gamble Hitler took when he invaded 
Czechoslovakia and Poland, secure in the 
belief the nations of Britain and more 
especially the United States would find 
a way to allow it. 


We are pleased there is to be no ap- 
peasement. 


We are glad the world will know that - 


when our Congress accepts the pact, as 
it will. ) 


But ‘we must admit that we have no 
illusions about it. For some years, at 


least, the chief burden must be borne by 
this country. That, too, we can accept. 
If France and Britain grow stronger, and 
if Italy finds a way to stability, then, in- 
deed, will the pact attain, in future years, 
genuine international strength as it now 
has only United States strength anda cer- 
tain moral weight. 

We trust the Marshall plan will go on 
as the chief arm of our foreign policy 
insofar as aid is concerned. By that we 
mean the pact does not seem to make 
necessary the arming of armies of dubious 
strength and trustworthiness. 

The pact has the stamp of approval of 
‘our experts, both civil and military. We 
agree with their deductions. : 

Therefore we urge an acceptance of 
the pact, accompanied by public knowl- 
edge and awareness of the fact it is not 
a panacea or a solution, but merely an- 
other step following the Marshall Plan 
which, if supported, will give us and the 
world a better chance of peace. 

As more and more people go back to 
work in factories, in mines, and in fields 
the strength of the Communist appeal will 
grow correspondingly less. That is the 
goal. 


Logical Place for the New State Hospital 


As much as we would like to see the 
Atlanta area benefit from the projected 
1,000-bed State hospital for the mentally 
ill, common sense dictates that this facil- 
ity be placed at or near Augusta where 
it can be operated in conjunction with 
the Georgia School of Medicine. 


The Medical School, as Dean G. Lom- 
bard Kelly points out, has been striving 
for years to obtain such a hospital as a 
psychiatric institute and as a screening 
hospital for treatment of patients who 
might be sent home without ever being 


committed to the Milledgeville Hospital. 

The Veterans Administration has 
adopted the practice of putting its hos- 
pitals in juxtaposition to medical schools 
because it has found this works to the 
advantage of both patients and medical 
students. : 

And with psychiatry assuming an 
ever-growing importance: in medicine, 
this would be especially true of a hos- 
pital for the mentally ill. We think the 
State Welfare Department would do well 
to consider the logic and economy of 
erecting this hospital at Augusta. 


Do We Want Management? 


That little flurry last week brought . 


on by a so-called “petition” of uncertified 
signatures to hold a referendum on the 
county manager is part of a pattern. 

Some of our politicians don’t want a 
county manager because it takes away 
a little of their patronage and political 
strength. Reinstatement of “committees,” 
for example, is another straw in this 
wind. There are those who want to “man- 
age” so as to protect their own fences, 
and who thereby put tre people and their 
tax money in second place. 

A great silence reigns over the pro- 
posal to reform the extravagance, nepo- 
tism, waste and poor work done by the 
Public Works Department. Obviously it 
cannot be abolished. But four small 
camps of about 50 men each to take care 
of washouts, bridge repairs, and so on, 


could do the job. Contracting for other 
operations perhaps would not save money 
at the moment, but it would in the long 
run because the work would be well 
done and would last longer. 

As it is we have about three guards 
standing over each five or six prisoners 
at work and a multitude of other patron- 
age employees. (We wish Commissioners 
would check the nepotism angle in all de- 
partments and the employees in the coun- 
ty law department, which will be a pub- 
lic story soon.) If private contractors did 
the jobs there would be no guard and 
three guards would not be standing and 
watching five or six men doing inefficient 
work.

Be Too Happy! 


After peering at filibuster’s end result—the 
Senate rule requiring a two-thirds vote of the 
entire Senate membership to end debate, cer- 
tain deductions are possible. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, conducted the most skill- 
fully organized and parliamentary-adept defenses in the entire 
history of the Senate, which has indulged infrequently in the fili- 
buster, opinion to the coritrary notwithstanding. Even his oppo- 
nents must admit this. 


Not the least effective measures by any means was to have 
Georgia’s senior Senator, Walter F. George, open the debate and 
pitch it on constitutional grounds. It was a new-type Southern 
filibuster, and a refreshing one. Former delaying actions were 
led by the late Bilbo and Huey Long, both of whom embarrassed 
the nation with their vulgarisms. 


The South might have lost despite the skills, but 
Influences for the statement by the President and the efforfs 
of Walter White, of the NAACP, to end debate by a simple ma- 
jority vote. Whatever the faults of the present settlement—a con- 
stitutional majority—it is not as disturbing as would have been 
a simple majority agreement. That would have allowed as few as 
25 Senators to rule should an issue arise with as few as 51 Sena- 
tors present. One cannot escape the fact that our nation, by 
welcoming many peoples and because of its vast size, with the 
inevitable regional economy pressures, will always have substantial 
minority groups. To have created a situation where an all-power- 
ful majority could gag them at will would have been to do great 
damage to our system of government. Let the liberals think back 
to how little they would have liked a simple majority rule when 
the elder Bob LaFollette was resisting the huge majority of the 
Coolidge-Hoover-type Congress. Issues of the future will not al- 
ways be civil rights. Walter White insisted on a simple majority 
and has lately publicly rowed with Sen. McGrath and has had 
McGrath say to him that he—White—was more interested in 
White than the issue. This suspicion long has been held about 
Walter White, even on the part of those who respect his ability 
and courage. Certainly large minorities must be persuaded, not 


coerced. 

Effect Another inescapable deduction is that the reverse will 
greatly undermine effective government. The Adminis- 

tration’s leadership, especially that on the floor, has been proved 

inept. All types of opposition are gleefully encouraged. By the 

same token, the Republican leadership has eased the blow which 


' otherwise would have fallen entirely on President Truman’s head. 


The Southern attitude was entirely anticipated. The vigorous sup- 
port given it by the Republicans was not. It had been the Republi- 
cans who had been goading the Truman Administration to bring 
the issue before the Senate, saying they didn’t dare. When it 
did come, the Republicans, putting their own pledges aside, went 
whooping in to get revenge on the President. Consequently, much 
of the wrath is falling on them. The GOP. National Committee 
cannot be too happy. Their Senators were more interested in split- 
ting the Administration than in carrying out their own platform 
planks on the civil rights issue and thereby create a convention 
issue for 1952. 


Parties look rather sick as parties. What we have, in effect, is 
a conservative and a liberal party. If the members would keep 
party labels off, as they now are off, and continue in the same 
alignment, the old parties would indeed be gone. But they will 
not so continue. 


As a matter of fact, the present rule may not be as damaging 
as some of the Administration Jeremiahs now are saying. 


Local pressures will now begin to operate on specific bills. 
Heretofore we have had a split on_rule changes. Few Americans 
would have chosen to allow a simple majority to end debate. The 
compromise is the best one that could be made. 


Bills Not all the Southerner? and Republicans who voted for 

the compromise will hold the same lines on individual 
bills. It is a good bet, for example, that a properly prepared anti- 
poll tax and antilynch bill will have excellent chances of passing, 
An FEPC measure, such as has been proposed with Federal police 
powers, will not. It is interesting to note that 15 States have 
recently refused such a bill at the State level. 


At any rate, it is folly to assume the vote on the Senate rules 
indicates a firm line-up on legislation which will be introduced. But 
it does mean that all opposition will, in the future, be more deter- 
mined and to that extent the efficiency of the Government will 


be limited.

His health wouldn’t 

ge him to ride a horse which made him very handy around 
e place. 


We bought ourselves hats with wide brims, chaps and other 
Western paraphernalia at Porter's famous store in Phoenix. Each 
of us had a cow pony which certainly knew a lot more about 
cows than we did and, if they could have talked, would probably 
have advised us against the whole proposition. It was called 
Rancho Santa Maria and the brand-was the Flying A. Fancy! 
Hey what? 


We weren't satisfied with the houses on the place when we 


bought it, so hired a high-class builder who put up three separate - 


adobe dwellings with a central building containing the kitchen, 
dining and living rooms. Because the materials and workmen 
had to be hauled about 100 miles, the cost was terrific and “Pretty 
Penny” would have been a better name for the joint. 


Altogether, we didn’t spend two weeks on the place 
and, on one of our brief visits, discovered when it 
rained, which it seldom did, you had to wait for it to stop and the 
swollen creeks to go down before it was possible to get back to 
Congress Junction about 35 miles away on the hard road. 


We had a river running through the middle of the ranch 
which was supposed to be a great asset except there was hardly 
ever any water in it. The first Summer when it went dry the 
local weather prophets told us it was due to an unusual season 
and the next Summer you could wade across it without gétting 
your feet wet on account of another unexpected drought.

A Farmer's View of Oleo and Butter 


The following appeared in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch as a letter to the Editor. 
WASHINGTON—This oleo-butter fight. now going on in Congress is surcharged with emotion. I 
happen to be both a butter maker and a cotton grower, so I ought to take a balanced view of the 


controversy.

I «m in Washington for other reasons, but 
I’m interested in the oleo-butter fight. The 
other day I edged into the packed committee 
room when Louis Bromfield was telling it to the 
Congressmen: Louis is always dead sure he is 
dead right about anything to do with agriculture. 

He told me I ought to quit growing -cotton 
and make more butter. He was testifying for 
butter and against oleo, and he made out that 
social and moral values were deeply involved. 


I think Louis Bromfield may be senti- 
mental about butter. I know that Fam. I 
think that hot, crumbly cornbread spread 
thick with good butter is the best eating 
there is. But the butter must be really good 
- om defects show up when it melts on hot 

read. 


- My butter is always good. I don’t have to 
brag on it because my customers do that for me. 
They know how to flatter me. 


But. butter isn’t good at:all unless great care 
is exercised in its making. To make it just right 
you must have skill and solicitude at every mo- 
ment from the cow to the churn, and it can go 
bad right in the churn if the cream is a wee bit 
too warm. 

It must be much easier to make good oleo 
than it is to make good butter. Probably my 
taste for butter has become over-sensitive or pro- 
fessional, because I don’t often like what I get 
when I’m away from home. 


When I’m away I much prefer oleo, because. 


it seems to be uniformly good. I won’t admit it 
has the superb flavor of my own hand-made but- 
ter, but I find less to regret in oleo than in 
store-bought butter. I want it yellow, though. 


But to get back to the oleo-butter fight in Con- 
gress. I heard Louis Broomfield and others say 
that if Congress allows oleo to be colored and 
sold untaxed, then oleo would drive cow butter 
off the market and put us butter mdkers out 
of business, and that this would be a social 
crime. 

I agree that colored, untaxed, uniformly good 
oleo would compete strongly. But people’s buy- 
ing habits don’t change overnight and I don’t 
see the social crime in any event.

sumption of cow butterfat would decline much. 
Because people love eream, and hardly anybody 
nowy gets all the cream he’d like to have and 
would buy if quality, price and distribution 
methods were adapted to people’s wants. 

I know how well people like cream. I've 
made many tests to find out. When I have 
guests at the table I put on a fresh pound of 
butter and two good big pitchers of thick cream. 
Almost always the cream disappears promptly 
and I have to bring on more, while at the end 
of the meal the pound of butter remains pretty 
well intact. So I know if you'll give people 
half a chance and feed them something that 
cream goes with, they’ll go all-out for the cream 
and neglect the butter. 

So I say if untaxed yellow oleo competes 
with my cow butter, that is okay. Ill compete 
with cow cream. 


I don’t think the city distributors have 
tried out the market for real cream. They 
thin it down so much that the only important 
difference between their cream and their 
milk is the difference in price. I know too 
little about the retail milk business to quar- 
rel with the dealers, but I'll have to see them 
try to sell real cream before I’m sure they 
can’t do it—and at prices that would give 
the producer more than he can possibly get 
from churned butter. 


Cow butter is almost always sold at a loss 
to the guy who feeds and milks cows. Butter 
is a loss leader for the farmer-dairyman. It is 
made from the surplus butterfat that the dis- 
tributors won’t or don’t or.can’t (?) sell in with 
the milk or as cream, and they usually don’t 
pay much for the surplus. 

I make butter because I |jke to. I’m senti- 
mental about it like Louis Broomfield. But Id 
go broke if I made enough of it. So would every 
other milk producer.

Frankly, no. None of the group who gather 
for Dr. Crawford Livingston’s weekly classes is 
nursing any illusions or any gnawing ambition. 
It is all in the spirit of good clean fun. ~ 

At least that is what we tell ourselves. We 
started off two months ago in a carefree dash- 
ing mood, slapped the paint on at first with no 
idea of ever turning out a recognizable work. 
This, we said; is why we joined the class, to 
release our inhibitions and get rid of our frus- 
trations. 

We painted landscapes with: matter-of-fact 
clouds, sensible red barns, trees that were just 
trees, and we got along nicely. Our telegraph

ut we put in pigeons as substitutes; and the 
railroad tracks might even have tempted a hobo 
or two. But one fatal day there came a directive 
from the teacher, “Now put in a row of brown 
houses on the left.” 

Mopping the perspiration from our brows 
(because we have not yet learned to blend colors 
with precision and never know what shade will 
turn upon our paper), we set to work on the 
row of houses. Some of the wives turned out 
a neat row of bungalows, the young girls had 
an orderly procession of store buildings—but 
mine—there was mine looking as if it had been 
bombed. 

It had a touch of rugged individuality about 
it that was not unpleasing. “After all,” I told 
my husband later, “we don’t want our work to 
be photographic. That sort of thing has gone 
out of style. The Picasso show which we saw 
in London certainly wasn’t photographic.”

“That’s right, dear,” he grinned. “Don’t you 
let them teach you by any old-fashioned meth- 
ods.” But I didn’t like the gleam in his eyes 
as he said it. 

Well, it was not alarming the first time that 
it happened. But when every row of houses that 
I painted had that same bombed appearance, I 
was shaken. “It means,” I whispered to myself 
before falling asleep, “that. I haven’t forgotten 
blitzed London. It is a'scar of war.” Of course, 
there was the alternative interpretation that I 
had painted hastily or carelessly, but any ama- 
teur psychologist would dismiss that theory. Oth- 
er students began to report that they were be- 
coming self-conscious, worrying not about HOW 
they were painting but WHY and WHAT. 


Then came the afternoon when we paint- 
ed the head and shoulders of a man—without 
a model, I must say in self-defense. For 
an hour and a half we worked and sweated 
and groaned. We sighed for the good old 
days of landscapes; something told us that 
our men were not what they ought to be. 
Finally, when the class was over, we held a 
post-mortem; some of the portraits looked 
like schizophrenics, others resembled gen- 
fuses, and nearly all appeared to be degen- 
erates. Even Dr. Livingston must have been 
appalled, for there was not one which looked 
like an ordinary every-day man. Silently we 
gathered up the paints, brushes, pencils, jars 
of water and paint cloths, and turned the 
frames inward so that the faces would not 
show; but we had to take them somewhere, 
so we took them home. It was that after- 
noon’s work which changed the Saturday 
habits of Covington husbands. 


But wives are a hardy lot, and they know 
that art is long. Now that the weather is fine 
we sit outdoors by the side of a pond and paint 
hillsides with lakes and trees. The ponds may 
look a bit like drawings from an anatomy labo- 
ratory or they may resemble tennis rackets, but 
we are on safer ground there. We are done with 
portrait painting, we hope. Robert had bought 
me a beautiful box of professional paints—no 
mixing required—and stacks of the most hand- 
some paper; I’m going to try my hand at a 
camellia, a simple, sweet camellia with no psycho- 
logical overtones. Picasso needn’t worry and 
Matisse’s reputation is secure, so far as we here 
in Covington are concerned. We are sticking to 
birds and bees and flowers, and especially to 
landscapes without figures. =

These bars with the weird names and the won- 
derful innards fell through the machine of their 
own weight when you inserted your five-cent 
piece. When the shooting started the candy bar 
almost disappeared. 

Then the.-war ended and five-cent candies re- 
turned’ to the slot machines. Only they seemed 
to have more paper around ‘em than before. 
Crimped ruffles took up some of the room in the 
packages. Other bars had heavy backstops of 
inedible cardboard. And with each passing 
month, seemed like, there was less nourishment 
in a candy bar than the month before. 


Soon the slot-machine operators were hav- 
ing mechanical troubles. Each candy bar 
now weighed such a small fraction af an 
ounce that it wouldn’t even trip the mechan- 
ism. Customers were attacking the machines 
with axes to get their nickles back. 


The desperate proprietors had to bolt to each 
rack a piete of lead to help move the feather- 
weight bar along to the customers.

Candy sales skidded, because who wanted to 
pay five cents for a wad of tissue paper with a 
small bite of candy hidden inside? The candy 
makers cried for relief. They were caught in a 
squeeze. The price of their ingredients had 
soared so high that a full-sized chocolate bar was 
precious enough to keep in a safe. And still 
they could charge only a nickel because of the 
way the slot machines were built. Some of them

Sugar, it tarned out, didn’t cost much 
more than it did before the war. The wages 
of candy makers were up a good deal; so 
was the price of peanuts, but what made the 
candy moguls weep was the cost of chocolate.

Before the war the producers in Africa and 
South America were pleased to deliver cocoa 
te New York for six cents a pound. When 
the war ended they were charging 54 cents 
for the same cocoa. This was an increase of 
900 percent, the biggest price hike on any- 
thing sold on any world market, and they 
laughed when the candy men moaned. They 
said pay, or else. 


Candy eaters, in general, chose or else. They 
stopped buying. The candy factories stopped 
buying cocoa and the law of supply and demand 
went to work with special vengeance. Cocoa to- 
day is selling for 17 cents a pound and apparently 
headed lower. 

The candy makers are racing each other to get 
full-sized bars back into distribution. Fellows 
like my man are throwing away the lead weights 
and are happy to note that as soon as one of 
their machines starts giving the customer his 
nickel’s worth again, business immediately picks 
up., This would seem to be a delightful situation 
for everybody except the African highbinders and 
I propose to waste no sympathy on them.

Lynching Isn't a Sectional Problem 


In Friday’s essay I was laying down the facts about Mr. Truman’s anti-lynching proposal and 
the trivial record of the modern Ku Klux Klan as a terroristic force as compared with the record 


of the CIO. 


To resume the lesson: Inasmuch as lynching is defined as “punishment” inflicted without due 


pro 
accused of 

There is a presumption that the victim of 

a genuine lynching by a mob is at least suspected 
of some crime and that there is some evidence 
against him. As a matter of fact, he usually is 
guilty, but the propaganda against Southern 
lynchings was so wild and the people are so 
nearly incapable of thought when their emotions 
are stirring that most of our citizens think of 
the lynchee as an innocent viotim of race preju- 
dice. ) 
If you won’t admit that, you certainly have 
te admit that he invariably is suspected and ac- 
cused and would be tried according to law if 
he were not lynched beforehand. And you have 
to admit that there is absolutely no suspicion 
er charge of an offense against law in the case 
ef a young woman who is quietly sitting at her 
place in a factory, earning her living, when the 
goons of the CIO crash in and pummel and beat 
her. 

I recall no instance in the career of the 
modern Ku Klu Klan in which any woman was 
physically abused. But the goons of the CIO 
are no more hesitant to slug a woman than a 
man. : 


~ In view of the fact. that the victims of 
the lynching mobs of the CIO do not stand 
accused of any offense against law, these beat- 
ings and stonings are something worse than 
lynching. As far as I know, we have no 
word for mob action against unaccused per- 
sons. KH is worse than lynching, but we 
haven’t given it a name. 


Now I have pointed out that although these 
goons go barefaced about their terror they are 
masked nevertheless by anonymity because they 
are imported from other cities to do their crimi- 
nal work and probably never will be seen again 
by théir victims. So the masking of ‘the Klans- 
men, which has been so loftily denounced as 
cowardice, is no worse than the masking that is 
practiced by the goons of Philip Murray’s in- 
visible empire.

Se you will see that 
the CIO mobs have enjoyed the connivance 
and passive co-operation of the law-enforce- 
ment arm in hundreds of Northern cities 
even as the Southern mobs which, on rare 
occasions, have acted in hot blood rather 
oli formal direction from a high com- 
mand. . 


Under President Truman’s “anti-lynching” 
proposal, any Southern community which suf- 
fered any person to be “lynched,” under a defi- 
nition which makes a lynching of a slap in the 
face or a kick in the pants,-could be punished 
in the Federal Court for failure to protect that 
person. Again remembering that such a person 
invariably is accused of some crime, usually 
some unspeakable crime against a woman, we 
return to the stipulation in the same proposal 
that Mr. Truman’s political allies, the goons of 
the CIO, shall be free to lynch as usual. The 
city of Kalamazoo could not be prosecuted for 
failure to protect law-abiding women and men 
because lynching, and worse crimes, committed 
by goons, a specifically excepted.

Mindy Carson Could Be Bergman 


People are always whispering 
behind her back. They stop, 
stare and point. They nudge 
each other and follow her down 
the street. Some whistle; others 
sigh. 

Mindy Carson is the spittin’ 
image of Ingrid Bergman. Ab- 
solutely a dead ringer, They’re 
alike as peas in a pod. But Min- 
dy hopes she'll be able to live 
it down. 


Not that she doesn’t think 
Bergman is terrific, wonderful 
and a couple dozen other such 
adjectives. It’s just that she has 
some very definite plans float- 
ing around in her pretty 21- 
year-old upper story, none of 
which include’ understudying 
the incomparable Miss Bergman. 


For one thing, level-headed 
little Mindy has a voice, with- 
out an accent, but with a tone 
that “rings like a bell,” to quote 
her accompanist, Andy Ackers, 
who has played for a number of 
voices in his day, including Jane 
Frohman, Johnny Desmond, Pat 
Morrison as well as for various 
vocalists in the bands of Artie 
Shaw and Carmen Cavallero. 


Mindy’s voice was a gift, pure 
and simple, one that not even 
her fond family were aware of 
until a friend arranged for her 
to have a “live” audition with 
Paul Whiteman. 


This audition led to an invi- 
tation for her to make a guest 
appearance on Whiteman’s 
“Stairway to the Stars,” radio 
show. At this point in her story, 
Mindy’s sense of humor gots the 
best of her. 


“It was sort of like "The Man 
Who Came to Dinner’,” she ex- 
plained. I was invited for one 
appearance only and stayed on 
for the life of the show, which 
lasted about a year longer.” 


After that she traveled with 
the Whiteman Band on one of 
its Gershwin concert tours, then 
took to the road on her own, 
with Ackers as her accompanist. 

In the one year that she has 
been on tour, she has pretty 
well covered the Eastern Sea- 
board from Montreal to Miami 
Beach to Atlanta, where she re- 
cently appeared at the Para- 
dise Room. For the past year 
she has been studying voice, the 
first voice lessons she has ever 
had. 

And for the past six months, 
her accompanist has been teach- 
ing her to play the piano. 

“Mindy’s a natural musician,” 
said Ackers. She has an innate 
sense of music, timing, etc.” 

Incidentally, Ackers wasn’t 
the least bit interested in play- 
ing for Mindy, until he met her 
and heard her sing. 

“If you had been ugly,” he 
quipped, “I still wouldn’t be in- 
terested.” 

Mindy may be beautiful, but 
she’s far from dumb. She’s not 
letting any of her sudden suc- 
cess go to her head. Although 
she’s been told that her voice 
could develop into an operatic 
contralto, she is not interested 
in an operatic career. 

“T prefer,” she explained, “the 
individual expression possible 
in popular music. Classical mu- 
sic is pretty much standard. 
Someone has already inter- 
preted it.” 

Neither does Hollywood lure 
her. If she can just get back to 
New York for a little while and 
see her family, especially her 
six-year-old brother, she’d like to 
continue her voice studies and 
do a few television shows.

No nation can now take the 
gamble Hitler took when he invaded 
Czechoslovakia and Poland, secure in the 
belief the nations of Britain and more 
especially the United States would find 
a way to allow it. 

We are pleased there is to be no ap- 
peasement. 

We are glad the world will know that 
when our Congress accepts the pact, as 
it will. 

But we must admit that we have no 
illusions about it. For some years, at 
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least, the chief burden must be borne by 
this country. That, too, we can accept. 
If France and Britain grow stronger, and 
if Italy finds a way to stability, then, in- 
deed, will the pact attain, in future years, 
genuine international strength as it now 
has only United States strength and a cer- 
tain moral weight. 

We trust the Marshall plan will go on 
as the chief arm of our foreign policy 
insofar as aid is concerned. By that we 
mean the pact does not seem to make 
necessary the arming of armies of dubious 
strength and trustworthiness. 

The pact has the stamp of approval of 
our experts, both civil and military. We 
agree with their deductions. , 

Therefore we urge an acceptance of 
the pact, accompanied by public knowl- 
edge and awareness of the fact it is not 
a panacea or a solution, but merely an- 
other step following the Marshall Plan 
which, if supported, will give us and the 
world a better chance of peace. 

As more and more people go back to 
work in factories, in mines, and in fields 
the strength of the Communist appeal will 
grow correspondingly less. That is the 
goal. 


Logical Place for the New State Hospital 


As much as we would like to see the 
Atlanta ‘area benefit from the projected 
1,000-bed State hospital for the mentally 
ill, common sense dictates that this facil- 
ity be placed at or near Augusta where 
it can be operated in conjunction with 
the Georgia School: of Medicine. 


The Medical School, as Dean G. Lom- 
bard Kelly points out, has been striving 
for years to obtain such a hospital as a 
psychiatric institute and as a screening 
hospital for treatment of patients who 
might be sent home without ever being 


committed to the Milledgeville Hospital. 

The Veterans Administration has 
adopted the practice of putting its hos- 
pitals in juxtaposition to medical schools 
because it has found this works to the 
advantage of both patients and medical 
students. 

And with psychiatry assuming an 
ever-growing importance in medicine, 
this would be especially true of a hos- 
pital for the mentally ill. We think the 
State Welfare Department would do well 
to consider the logic and economy of 
erecting this hospital at Augusta.

Do We Want Management? 


That little flurry last week brought 
on by a so-called “petition” of uncertified 
signatures to hold a referendum on the 
county manager is part of a pattern. 

Some of our politicians don’t want a 
county manager because it takes away 
a little of their patronage and political 
strength. Reinstatement of “committees,” 
for example, is another straw in this 
wind. There are those who want to “man- 
age” so as to protect their own fences, 
and who thereby put the people and their 
tax money in second place. 

A, great silence reigns over the pro- 
posal to reform the extravagance, nepo- 
tism, waste and poor work done by the 
Public Works Department. Obviously it 
cannot be abolished. But four small 
camps of about 50 men each to take care 
of washouts, bridge repairs, and so on,

could do the job. Contracting for other 
operations perhaps would not save money 
at the moment, but it would in the long 
run because the work would be well 
done and would last longer. 7 

As it is we have about three guards 
standing over each five or six prisoners 
at work and a multitude of other patron- 
age employer's. (We wish Commissioners 
would check the népotism angle in all de- 
partments and the employees in the coun- 
ty law department, which will be a pub- 
lic story soon.) If private contractors did 
the jobs there would be no guard and 
three guards would not be standing and 
watching five or six men doing inefficient 
work.

"The GOP Can't 
Be Too Happy! 


After peering at filibuster’s end result—the 

Senate rule requiring a two-thirds vote of the 

" entire Senate membership to end debate, cer- 
tain deductions are possible. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, conducted the most skill- 
fully organized and parliamentary-adept defenses in the entire 
history of the Senate, which has indulged infrequently in the {fili- 
buster, opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. Even his oppo- 
nents must admit this. 


Not the least effective measures by any means was to have 
Georgia’s senior Senator, Walter F. George, open the debate and 
pitch it on constitutional grounds. It was a new-type Southern 
filibuster, and a refreshing one. Former delaying actions were 
led by the late Bilbo and Huey Long, both of whom embarrassed 
the nation with their vulgarisms. 


The South might have lost despite the skills, but 
for the statement by the President and the efforts 
of Walter White, of the NAACP, to end debate by a simple ma- 
jority vote. Whatever the faults of the present settlement—a con- 
stitutional majority—it is not as disturbing as would have been 
a simple majority agreement. That would have allowed as few as 
25 Senators to rule should an issue arise with as few as 51 Sena- 
tors present. One cannot escape the fact that our nation, by 
welcoming many peoples and because of its vast size, with the 
inevitable regional economy pressures, will always have substantial 
minority groups. To have created a situation where an all-power- 
ful majority could gag them at will would have been to do great 
damage to our system of government. Let the liberals think back 
to how little they would have liked a simple majority rule when 
the elder Bob LaFollette was resisting the huge majority of the 
Coolidge-Hoover-type Congress. Issues of the future will not al- 
ways be civil rights. Walter White insisted.on a simple majority 
and has lately publicly rowed with Sen. McGrath and has had 
McGrath, say to him that he—White—was more interested in 
White tffan the issue. This suspicion long has been held about 
Walter White, even on the part of those who respect his ability 
and courage. 


coerced. 
Effect Another inescapable deduction is that the reverse will 
greatly undermine effective government. The Adminis- 
tration’s leadership, especially that on the floor, has been proved 
inept. All types of opposition are gleefully encouraged. By the 
same token, the Republican leadership has eased the blow which 
otherwise would have fallen entirely on President Truman’s head. 
The Southern attitude was entirely anticipated. The vigorous sup- 
port given it by the Republicans was not. It had been the Republi- 
cans who had been goading the Truman Administration to bring 
the issue before the Senate, saying they didn’t dare. When it 
did come, the Republicans, putting their own pledges aside, went 
whooping in to get revenge on the President. Consequently, much 
of the wrath is falling on them. The GOP National Committee 
cannot be too happy. Their Senators were more interested in split- 
ting the Administration than in carrying out their own platform 


planks on the civil rights issue and thereby create a convention | 


issue for 1952. 


Par tes look rather sick as parties. What we have, in effect, is 
a conservative and a liberal party. If the members would keep 
party labels off, as they now are off, and continue in the same 
alignment, the old parties would indeed be gone. But they will 
not so continue. 


As a matter of fact, the present rule may not be as damaging 
as some of the Administration Jeremiahs now are saying. 


Local pressures will now begin to operate on specific bills. 
Heretofore we have had a split on rule changes. Few Americans 
would have chosen to allow a simple majority to end debate. The 
compromise is the best one that could be made. 


Bills Not all, the Southerners and Republicans who voted for 

the compromise will hold the same lines on individual 
bills. It is a good bet, for example, that a properly prepared anti- 
poll tax and antilynch bill will have excellent chances of passing. 
An FEPC measure, such as has been proposed with Federal police 
powers, will not. It is interesting to note that 15 States have 
recently refused such a bill at the State level. 


At any rate, it is folly to assume the vote on the Senate rules 
indicates a firm line-up on legislation which will be introduced. But 
it does mean that all opposition will, in the future, be more deter- 
sey _ to that extent the efficiency of the Government will 

e limited.

To Sen. Russell Goes Credit for Victory 


WASHINGTON—To Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, must go the lion’s share of the credit 
for the successful coup put over by a coalition of Southern Democrats and Republicans in defeating 
Administration efforts to tighten up the rules of the Senate against filibusters as a means of passing 
the President’s controversial civil rights legislation. It fell his lot to direct thé fight against the 


proposed change in the Senate rules. 


Southern Democrats chose the Georgia Sena- 
tor as the floor leader of their forces at the out- 
set of the battle. He served in that capacity 
throughout the hectic perigd of the filibuster and 
later in the negotiations over the compromise 
— that was. forced upon the Administra- 

on. 

And a highly effective floor leader Senator 
Russell turned out to be, too. As such it meant 
that he had to remain in constant attendance 
on sessions of the Senate giving generalship to 
the moves and countermoves for keeping the fili- 
a going. He performed brilliantly in his 
role. 

Directing a filibuster over a prolonged 
period involves a lot of work and careful 
planning. Care must be taken to have some- 
one ready at all times to take over the floor 
in case a gap appears. A filibuster, in order 
to be successful, must be well organized. 
Those who are out to break it up are con- 
stantly on the alert to take a speaker off his 
a4 for breach of some parliamentary pro- 
cedure. | 


For that reason the floor leader of any fili- 
bustering group must be a skilled parliamen- 
tarian. Senator Russel] qualified eminently for 
the job in this respect. He long has been recog- 
nized as one of the ablest parliamentarians of 
the Senate. It is a subject he first mastered while 
serving as Speaker of the House in Georgia long 
before he came to Washington. He has increased 
his knowledge during the years he has been 
in the Senate. i 

When the fight over the rules changes first 
started out, Majority Leader Lucas was entirely 
confident of victory. He thought it would be a 
comparatively easy task to wear the Southern- 

ers down after a week or so of debate.- At that 
time it looked as though there would be no 
more than 20 or 25 Senators opposing the change. 

But Senator Lucas reckoned without a proper 
appreciation of Senator Russell’s leadership abili- 
ties. The first jolt he received was when the 
Georgia Senator appealed from a ruling by 
Vice President Barkley, which would have given 
Administration forces a short cut to the new 
rules sought. The Southerners, by corralling 


enough Republican support, were able to upset | 


the Barkley ruling by a vote of 46 to 41. 
Thereafter Senator Russell and the new coali- 
tion he had formed was able to take. over com- 
plete control of the situation. Senator Lucas, 
realizing that he was defeated, was willing ¢o 


drop the fight over changing the rules and for- | 


get the matter for the time being, hoping to 
bring it up again at a later date. 

The Georgia Senator showed superb general- 
ship by not accepting a half loaf of victory, as 
he well might have been tempted to do. In- 
stead, he pressed his advantage for all it was 
worth. His next move was to come out with a 
“compromise” proposal which was anything but 
a compromise, since it was the last thing Admin- 
istration forces wanted. 

The so-called compromise called for making 
it far more difficult to impose a gag rule or 
cloture against a filibuster than the Administra- 
tion-supported measure contemplated. Refusing 
to allow the Senate to adjourn, he and the new 
coalition forced the proposition through with a 
bang. Henceforth it will require a two-thirds 
majority of the entire Senate membership, or 
64 members, to invoke cloture. Under the old 


rule as few as 33 Senators might have brought |

it about. 

And so what was put forth as a “compromise” 
was that in name only. It was a clear-cut vic- 
tory for the Southern forces} This is evidenced 
enough by the vigorous manner Majority Leader 
Lucas opposed the move to the end. 


As a result of the battle that has raged 
over the antifilibuster rule for the past three 
weeks, the Senate is now spoken of as having 
not two but three floor leaders — Senator 
Wherry, of Nebraska, for the Republicans; 
Senator Lucas for the Majority, or Adminis- 
tration Democrats, and Senator Russell for’ 
the Southern Democrats. 


By virtue of it all, the Georgia Junior Sena- 
tor has arisen to a new position of power and 
prestige in the Senate. In the future he may 
be’relied upon to exercise a more dominant in- 
fluence in affairs of the chamber. Georgians 
have a right to be proud of the way Dick Rus- 
sell handled, himself.

We bought ourselves hats with wide brims, chaps and other 


Western paraphernalia at Porter’s famous store in Phoenix. Each 


of us had a cow pony which certainly knew a lot more about 
cows than we did and, if they could have talked, would probably 
have advised us against the whole proposition. It was called 
Rancho Santa Maria and the brand was the Flying A. Fancy! 
Hey what? ' 


We weren’t satisfied with the houses on the place when we ' 


bought it, so hired a high-class builder who put up three separate 
adobe dwellings with a central building containing the kitchen, 
dining and living rooms. Because the materials and workmen 
had to be hauled about 100 miles, the cost was terrific and “Pretty 


Penny” would have been a better name for the joint. 


Water Altogether, we didn’t spend two weeks on the place 
and, on one of our brief visits, discovered when it 
rained, which it seldom did, you had to wait for it to stop and the 
swollen creeks to go down before it was possible to get back to 
Congress Junction about 35 miles away on the hard road. 


We had a river running through «the middle of the ranch 
which was supposed to be a great asset except there was hardly 
ever any water in it. The first Summer when it went dry the 
local weather prophets told us it was due to an unusual season 


and the next Summer you could wade across it without getting - 


your feet wet on account of another unexpected drought. Besides a 
neighbor about 10 miles further up had put in a dam which cut 
off most of our water supply when there was any and that was 
seldom.

When we returned the second year still optimistic with Bud 
giving us the needle, we discovered a Mexican cowboy supposedly 
in our employ was robbing us blind. 


However, taking a closer look at the situation, we found 
we could put our calf crop in a telephone booth, for 
the bulls were sluggish and the cows apathetic. We borrowed 
$36,000 from a bank and bought 300 cows and about 10 of th 
stronger sex in Mexico on the theory these recruits would furnish 
new blood and, anyway, many good things come from South of 
the Border like Carmen Miranda and Brazil] nuts. It didn’t turn 
out that way. The differences apparent between native and Mexi- 
can cattle.seem to be they weigh about.a third less, favor birth 
control and run away and hide as soon as you turn them loose. 


We finally found a man from Minnesota who thought a ranch 
a good investment so we sold to him quickly before he could 
change his mind. Even when he mentioned the possibility of strik- 
ing oil, we did not disillusion him, but if he ever struck any water 
he was lucky. 


To sum up, the house builder left Phoenix owing a lot of money 
so the individual contractors sued us. The only one in the part- 
nership who made anything out of it was Bud Kelland, who sold 
a serial to the Saturday Evening Post with the ranch background. 
Otherwise we lost $35,000 apiece.

A Farmer's View of Oleo and Butter 


The following appeared in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch as a letter to the Editor. 
WASHINGTON—This oleo-butter fight now going on in Congress is surcharged with emotion. I 
happen to be both a butter maker and a cotton grower, so I ought to take a balanced view of the

I «am in Washington for other reasons, but 
I’m interested in the oleo-butter fight. The 
other day I edged into the packed committee 


room when Louis Bromfield was telling it to the . 


Congressmen. Louis is always dead sure he is 
dead right about anything to do with agriculture. 
He told me I ought to quit growing cotton 
and make more butter. He was testifying for 
butter and against’ oleo, and he made out that 
social and moral values were deeply involved. 


I. think Louis Bromfield may be senti- 
mental about butter. I know that I am. I 
think that hot, crumbly cornbread spread 
thick with good butter is the best eating 
there is. But the butter must be really good 
= 2 defects show up when it melts on hot 

re e 


My butter is always good. I don’t have to 
brag on it because my customers do that for me, 
They know how to flatter me. 


But butter isn’t good at all unless great care 
is exercised in its making. To make it just right 
you must have skill and solicitude at every mo- 
ment from the cow to the churn, and it can go 
bad right in the churn if the cream is a wee bit 
too warm. 


It must be much easier to make good oleo 
than it is to make good butter. Probably my 
taste for butter has become over-sensitive or pro- 
fessional, because I don’t often like what I get 
when I’m away from home. 

When I’m away I much prefer gleo, because 
it seems to be uniformly good. I won’t admit it 
has the superb flavor of my own hand-made but- 
ter, but I find less to regret in oleo than in 
store-bought butter. I want it yellow, though. 

But to get back to the oleo-butter fight in Con- 
gress. I heard Louis Broomfield and others say 


that if Congress allows oleo to be colored and. 


sold untaxed, then oleo would drive cow butter 
off the market and put us butter makers out 
of business, and that this would be a social 
crime. 

I agree that colored, untaxed, uniformly good 
oleo would compete strongly. But people’s buy- 
ing habits don’t change overnight and I don’t 
see the social crime in any event. . 

I’m not sure, either, that the value and con-

sumption of cow butterfat would decline much. 
Because people love cream, and hardly anybody 
nowy gets all the cream he’d like to have and 
would buy if quality, price and distribution 
methods were adapted to people’s wants. 

I know how well people like cream. [I’ve 
made many tests to find out. When I have 
guests at the table I put on a fresh pound of 
butter and two good big pitchers of thick cream. 
Almost always the cream disappears promptly 
and I have to bring on more, while at the end 
of the meal the pound of butter remains pretty 
well intact: So I know if you'll give people 
half a chance and feed them something that 
cream goes with, they’ll go all-out for the cream 
and neglect the butter. 

So I say if untaxed yellow oleo competes 
with my cow butter, that is okay. Ill compete 
with cow cream. 


I don’t think the city distributors have 
tried out the market for real cream. They 
thin it down so, much that the only important 
difference between their cream and their 
milk is the difference in price. I know too 
little about the retail milk business to quar- 
rel with the dealers, but Pll have to see them 
try tq sell real cream before I’m sure they . 
can’t do it—and at prices that would give 
the producer more than he can possibly get 
from churned butter. 


Cow butter is- almost always sold at a loss 
to the guy who feeds and milks cows. Butter 
is a loss leader for the farmer-dairyman. It is 
made from the surplus butterfat that the dis- 
tributors won’t or don’t or can’t (?) sell in with 
the milk or as cream, and they usually don’t 
pay much for the surplus. 

I make butter because I like to. I’m senti- 
mental about it like Louis Broomfield. But Id 
go broke if I made enough of it. So would every 
other milk producer. I can afford to make but- 
ter because I make money growing cotton— 
Louis Broomfield to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

I don’t agree with Bromfield at all. He wants 
to keep the tax on oleo and keep the color out. 
I want to take the tax off and put the color in.

in a candy bar than the month before. 


Soon the slot-machine operators were hav- 
fing mechanical troubles. Each candy bar 
now weighed such a small fraction af an 
ounce that it wouldn’t even trip the mechan- 
ism. Customers were attacking the machines 
with axes to get their nickles back. 


The desperate proprietors had to bolt to each 
rack a piece of lead to help move the feather- 
weight bar along to the customers. My man in- 
stalled his weights in the dead of night. Said he 
felt like a crook, but what else could he do? 

Candy sales skidded, because who wanted to 
pay five cents for a wad of tissue paper with a 
small bite of candy hidden inside? The candy 
makers cried for relief. They were caught in a 
squeeze. The price of their ingredients had 
soared so high that a full-sized chocolate bar was 
precious enough to keep in a safe. And still. 
they could charge only a nickel because of the 
way the slot machines were built. Some of them 
urged in all seriousness that Congress adopt a

coin worth seven and a half cents for use in 
vending machines. Then, they said, there’d be 
some candy in the candy bars. 


Sugar, it turned out, didn’t cost much 
more than it did before the war. The wages 
of candy makers were up a good deal; so 
was the price of peanuts, but what made the 
candy moguls weep was the cost of chocolate. 
That’s what brought on the lead weights. 
Before the war the producers in Africa and 
South America were pleased to deliver cocoa 
to New York for six cents a pound. When 
the war ended they were charging 54 cents 
for the same cocoa. This was an increase of 
900 percent, the biggest price hike on any- 
thing sold on any world market, and they 
laughed when the candy men moaned. They 


Candy eaters, in general, chose or else. They 
stopped buying. The candy factories stopped 
buying cocoa and the law of sunply and demand 
went to work with special vengeance. Cocoa to- 
day is selling for 17 cents a pound and apparently 


headed lower. 


The candy makers are racing each other to get 
full-sized bars back into distribution. Fellows 
like my man are throwing away the lead weights 
and are happy to note that as soon as one of 
their machines starts giving the customer his 
nickel’s worth again, business immediately picks 
up. This would seem to be a delightful situation 
for everybody except the African highbinders and 
I propose to waste no sympathy on them. 


Lynching Isn't a Sectional Problem 


In Friday's essay I was laying down the facts about Mr. Truman’s anti-lynching proposal and 


the trivial record of the modern Ku Klux Kian as

To resume the lesson: Inasmuch as lynching is defined as “punishment” inflicted without due 


process of law and inasmuch as 
accused of any violation of law, 

There is a presumption that the victim of 
a genuine ching by a mob is at least suspected 
of some crime and that there is some evidence 
against him. As a matter of fact, he usually is 
guilty, but the propaganda against Southern 
lynchings was so wild and the people aré so 
nearly incapable of thought when their emotions 
are stirring that most of our citizens think of 
the lynchee as an innocent victim of race preju- 
dice. 

If you won't admit that, you certainly have 
to admit that he invariably is suspected and ac- 
cused and would be tried according to law if 
he were not lynched beforehand. And you have 
to admit that there is absolutely no suspicion 
or charge of an offense against law in the case 
of a young woman who is quietly sitting at her 
place in a factory, earning her living, when the 
goons of the CIO crash in and pummel and beat 
her. 

I recall no instance in the career of the 
modern Ku Klu Klan in which any woman was 
physically abused. But the goons of the CIO 
are no more hesitant to slug a woman than a 
man. 


In view of the fact that the victims of 
the lynching mobs of the CIO do not stand 
accused of any offense against law, these beat- 
ings and stonings are something worse than 
lynching. As far as I know, we have no 
word for mob action against unaccused per- 
sons. It is worse than lynching, but we 
haven’t given it a name. 


Now I have pointed out that although these 
Zoons go barefaced about their terror they are 
masked nevertheless by anonymity because they 
are imported from other cities to do their crimi- 
nal work and probably never will be seen again 
by their victims. So the masking of the Klans- 
men, which has been so loftily denounced as 
cowardice, is no worse than the masking that is 
Practiced by the goons of Philip Murray’s in- 
visible empire. 

There has been much testimony proving that 
the CIO goons do filter into town as Hitler's 
“tourists” sifted into Norway for the putsch.

Jewish Women Give Aid 
To Foreign Born Citizens.

Displaced persons of Europe aré being extended the 
strong arms of help, protection and security by Atlanta's 


‘Jewish women. 

A resettlement program 
wherein these DP’s are placed 
in homes, guaranteed jobs, and 
a health, educational and social 
adjustment schedule outlined, 
is the basis for the work of the 
Service to Foreign Born Com- 


mittee of the Atlanta Section of | 


the National Council of Jewish 
Women. 

During the past year and a 
half, more than 20 units have 


been given the peace of mind 
and body that only security and 
protection from aggression can 
provide. 

“We have two individuals, 
one about 19, and the other, we 
think, an elderly woman, 
signed to us at the moment,” 
said Mrs. Herman Heyman, yes- 
terday, as she completed plans, 
as chairman, for the committee’s 
program on the DP work to be 
presented at the Atlanta Sec- 
tion meeting today at the May- 
fair Club at 12:30 p. m. 


“They have not arrived yet, 


as-- 


but we know that these two 
people will be the next on our 
list for aid. Our committee will 
present a panel on the work at 
the meeting and will show the 
other members how we operate. 
The wide scope of our work is 
in co-operation with the Federa- 


tion of Jewish Social Service. 
Under the DP Bill we can settle 
people direct to their homes and 
assure jobs after their arrival 
here.” 

The Jewish group meets the 
DP person, or persons, at the 
station; takes them to a tempo- 
rary shelter until appropriate 
accommodations can be secured; 
enrolls them in night classes for 
English instruction as well as 
for vocational training at the 
Smith-Hughes School. Volunteer 
workers instruct the new fam- 
ilies in special services and s0- 
cial adjustment. 

The work is really twofold in 
scope. The aid given the DP’s 
is balanced by the gratitude 
they give to their benefactors.

People are always whispering 


| behind her back. They stop, 


stare and point. They nudge 
each other and follow her down 
the street.

Mindy Carson is the spittin’ 
image of Ingrid Bergman. Ab- 
solutely a dead ringer. They’re 
alike as peas in a pod. But Min- 
dy hopes she’ll be able to live 
it down. 


Not that she doesn’t think 
Bergman is terrific, wonderful 
and a couple dozen other such 
adjectives. It’s just that she has 
some very definite plans float- 
ing around in her pretty 21- 
year-old upper story, none of 
which include understudying 
the incomparable Miss Bergman.

:-Fred Hand, speaker of the 
House of Representatives, told 
United Press in a telephone inter- 
view that he is working for a 
favorable vote in the April 5 
referendum. He promised that if 
the majority votes for new taxes, 
the General Assembly will make 
a determined effort to raise <a 
entire amount.” 

“I pledge to the people ~ 
Georgia that I, as speaker of the 
House of Representatives, will do 
everything in my power to see 
the will of the majority carried 
out. I will use every means at 
my disposal to secure the pas- 
sage of the necessary taxes, be 
they levies on sales, gasoline, in- 
comes, soft drinks, tobacco, liquor, 
or what have-you,” Hand said. 

He served notice that repre 
sentatives of special interests 
would not be able to sway him 
on the type of taxes’ to be en- 
acted. He warned that “they will 
be wasting their time talking to 
me.” 

“The General Assembly will de- 
cide in what manner the money 
should be raised and I will not 
worry about whose toes are 
stepped on,” he said. 

Hand said Georgia “is too poor a 
State not to have these expanded 
services, especially the Minimum 
Foundation Program for Educa- 
tion.”

GAMBLE ON NATURE 
‘Bets’ Down 
On State 's Big 
Tomato Crop

MOULTRIE — Big operators 
who annually ship nearly a billion 
tomato plants have again laid 
their “bets” in their yearly gam- 
ble with nature. 

It is really a double-barreled 
wager on the kind of weather that 
will prevail in this area at a criti- 
cal time, as well as the turn it 
will take as far away as 1,500 
miles from South Georgia. For the 
plants are shipped to the Middle 
West and as far east as New York. 

The “bets” that have been 
placed are the cost of taking in 
new land, the seed, fertilizer, the 
expense of preparing acreage that 
will stand one more tomato plant 
crops” and planting hundreds of 
acres involves heavy expenditures. 

The industry is centered chief- 
ly in Colquitt, Tift, Worth and 
Cook Counties. There are only 
about 50 big shippers because it 
takes ample capital to engage in 
large-scale production of field 
grown tomato plants. Some of 
those who have watched the 
growth of the business during the 
last 30 years have described it as 
“one of the world’s most precari- 
ous commercial ventures.”

Plenty of Nitrogen

FROST STILL PERSISTS 
Well, there were several heavy frosts at Yellow River 
and elsewhere this past week, although there had been 


promise of continued balmy 


weather. This goes on so 


much that it should cause no comment. Anyone who gets 
his heart set on having Spring without frosts as late as 
middle April is riding for an emotional fall. Nature does 


not like us that well. 

But the frost did little damage 
to the Ky. 31 fescue grass. Espe- 
cially where the grass was well 
fed with nitrogen. Naturally, 
the ends of the grass turn brown 
here and there and where the 

soil nutrition is limited the 
frosted grasses take on a dried- 
out look but where there is am- 
ple nitrogen in the soil along 
with the other elements, the 
fescue grass stands face-up to 
the frosts and defends itself inch 
by inch and degree by degree. 
From our point of observation it 
is quite apparent that Winter 
pastures need adequate fertiliza- 
tion and that nitrogen is the 
prime requirement for fescue. 
Nitrogen and water seem to be 
the main requirements for that 
additional quality and quantity 
of grazing so badly needed from 
November through April. 

We get plenty of moisture dur- 
ing this period but we must sup- 
ply the nitrogen. Ladino clover, 
white Dutch clover and Andrews 
manganese clover, seem to be 
the best Winter legumes to grow 


with the fescue, but in addition 
to the legume there must be 
added the amounts of commer- 
cial nitrogen found netessary to 
keep the grass doing its best 
through the Winter. Plants 
can’t grow rapidly in cold 
weather. 

The justification for this nitro- 
gen expense lies in the fact that 
the animals gather their own 
feed, that they do better in the 
open than in barns, and that 
they return a large part of the 
food they consume back onto 
the land.
